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COVID Risk 
Higher in Suffolk 
Than Elsewhere 
in NY, CDC Says

uffolk County is at a higher risk for COV- 

ID-19 than other parts of New York State 
and the nation, the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC)’s data on the 
coronavirus community levels shows. 

According to the CDC, the county has high 
COVID-19 community levels, meaning there 
is overall high spread of the virus in the area. 
Based on this, the CDC recommends resi- 
dents wear masks, keep up-to-date on their 
COVID-19 vaccinations, and get tested if they 
feel symptoms. Those at high risk of severe 
illness should consider extra precautions. 

“Being fully vaccinated and keeping up to 
date with booster doses is still the most ef- 
fective way to combat this virus,” Gov. Kathy 
Hochul said. “As we mark the unthinkable 
milestone of one million American lives lost 
to COVID, let’s remain vigilant and continue 
using the tools we have available to us — get 
vaccinated, get boosted, test often, and if you 
test positive, talk to your doctor about avail- 
able treatments. This is how we move forward 
safely through the pandemic.” 

Much of the rest of the tri-state area and 
New England have high or medium COV- 
ID-19 community levels, as well, while most 
of the country is mostly low-to-medium. 
The rating is based on case rate per 100,000 
people, new COVID-19 hospital admissions 
per 100,000, and the percent of staffed, inpa- 
tient beds taken by patients with a confirmed 
case. 

The CDC’s data is updated on a weekly 
basis each Thursday. Long Island has seen 
COVID-i9 cases more than double in the 
past month, according to state data. The re- 
gion had a 4.78% COVID-19 positivity rate on 
April 11, which shot up to 10.5% by May 11.

Judge Grounds East 
Hampton Airport 
Conversion

Suffolk County judge grounded plans to tempo- 
arily close East Hampton Airport and reopen it 
as a private facility with new flight restrictions a day 
before the transition was to begin this week. 
Judge Paul J. Baisley Jr. issued May 16 a tempo- 
rary restraining order (TRO) barring the Town of 
East. Hampton from following through on its plan 
after plaintiffs argued their cases in three lawsuits 
challenging the move. The order came days after a 
fourth lawsuit was filed at Central Islip federal court 
alleged the town violated a prior court order and fed- 
eral aviation law. 
The town is “temporarily enjoined and restrained 
from ... closing the airport, implementing any of the 
new use restrictions (East Hampton Town officials) 


have announced they intend to implement at the 
airport, or otherwise restricting public access to the 


airport,” Baisley wrote in his order. 

The order came as the town was planning to 
deactivate the airport at 11:59 p.m. on May 17 and 
activate the new airport in Wainscott at 9 a.m. May 
19. Should it be allowed to proceed, it won't be un- 
til after arguments are heard in the case later this 
month, which is the second delay in the plan. The 
town board originally sought to deactivate the air- 
port on February 28 and then reopen it on March 4 
before adjusting its timeline following Federal Avia- 
tion Administration objections. 

Philip M. Bowman, an attorney with the law firm 
of Cooley LLP that the town hired to handle the 
airport transition, argued that the plaintiffs were 
seeking to re-litigate motions that were previously 
denied in court. 

“Even if TROs had not already been denied (which 
they were) and even if renewal was appropriate 
(which it is not), New York law provides that ‘no) 
temporary restraining order may be granted ... 
against a public officer, board or municipal corpora- 
tion of the state to restrain the performance of statu- 
tory duties,” Bowman wrote to Baisley. “The town’s 
operation of the town-owned airport falls squarely 
within the town’s statutory duties.” 

Randy Mastro of the Manhattan-based law firm of 
Gibson, Dunn & Crutcher LLP, who represents char- 
ter flight booking app operator Blade Air Mobility in 
one of the suits, questioned the legality of the move 
under environmental law. 

“Town officials have no ‘duty’ to close this airport,” 
he wrote to Baisley, adding that the proceeding chal- 
lenges “the town’s abuse of discretion — in making 
a decision it wasn’t required to make — to shutter 
this public resource without first performing the en- 
vironmental review required under New York law.” 

The town was previously prohibited by a fed- 
eral court ruling from enacting limits on aircraft 
at the airport in a bid to address neighbors’ noise

complaints. 

Days before the order, the National Business 
Aviation Association (NBAA) and others filed a 
pair of motions in federal court that challenged 
the transition’s compliance with a previous federal 
appeals court ruling on the issue and alleged the 
move violates the Airport Noise and Capacity Act of 
1990 (ANCA). 

The NBAA motion claimed the town’s scheme to 
impose restrictions “has no basis in law and is con- 
temptuous of this court’s prior ruling.” It added: 
“The town’s actions — yet again — are an impermis- 
sible attempt to circumvent ANCA.” 

Those restrictions include flight curfews, phasing 
out aircraft that use lead-based fuel, not permit- 
ting aircraft that exceed a 50,000-pound maximum 
takeoff weight that are generally designed to carry 
12 or more passengers, and limiting commercial op- 
erators to one daily roundtrip per aircraft per day.

The ferry would run emanate round trips 
between Long Wharf and Mitchell Park Marina 
from June 17 to September 18. It would be run 
by the same company that operates the nla a8 
ton Jitney. 

Greenport village officials said that as of press 
time the proposal had not been scheduled for 
discussion at either of its May board meetings. 
The Sag Harbor hearing drew a mix of com- 
ments for and against. Sag Harbor Chamber of 
Commerce President Ellen Dioguardi reported 
a poll of local businesses found 88% favored the 
ferry, 7% didn’t care, and 3% were opposed. 

“Sag Harbor has a long ... maritime history, 
and that the allowance of ferry service at the 
wharf is very much in tune with the history 
of Sag Harbor,” said Hampton Jitney General 
Manager Andrew Lynch.

Giuliani Hits Zeldin on Wobbly Abortion 
Stance as Republican Primary Heats Up

aes gubernatorial candidates have been 
ading barbs over their respective stances on 
abortion access in New York over the past couple of 
days following a leaked U.S. Supreme Court draft 
opinion that would nix Roe v. Wade. 

Andrew Giuliani, one of the candidates and the son 
of former New York City Mayor Rudy Giuliani, is criti- 
cizing his opponent U.S. Rep.-Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley) 
— the frontrunner in the race — for appearing to back- 
track on an earlier statement that he would appoint a 
pro-life health commissioner if elected governor. 

Giuliani also repeated claims that Republican op- 
erative John Haggerty, who was convicted of stealing 
$750,000 from former-Mayor Michael Bloomberg’s 
2009 mayoral reelection campaign, helped Zeldin to 
try and throw his rivals off the primary ballot. 

“Whether he’s claiming to be pro-election integrity 
while hiring felons to knock his opponents off the bal- 
lot, or giving a vague non-answer on abortion, Lyin’ 
Lee can’t be trusted,” Giuliani said. “I am not afraid to 
say I’m pro-life.” 

Katie Vicentz, a spokeswoman for Zeldin’s cam- 
paign, responded that, “There isn’t a single accusation 
in that press release that is true.” 

However, Vicentz refused to elaborate further on 
Giuliani’s comments regarding Zeldin’s stance on 
Roe specifically. A spokeswoman for Giuliani said he 
couldn’t be reached when a reporter reached out ask- 
ing for more clarification on his criticisms of Zeldin 
and overall stance on Roe. 

Giuliani was referring to comments Zeldin made 
where he said that despite his personal feelings about 
abortion “nothing changes in the state of New York,” 
whether Roe is overturned or not. Although Zeldin ac- 
knowledged he probably can’t change abortion law in

New York, he said last month at a New York Right to 
Life townhall that he thought having a pro-life health 
commissioner is a “great idea.” 

“It would be a great benefit for the state of New York 
to have a health commissioner who respects life as op-: 
posed to what we're used to,” Zeldin said at the time. 

But in a report from the New York Post, Vicentz 
downplayed the disparity between the conflicting 
statements, saying Zeldin wouldn’t be able to pursue 
a pro-life agenda in New York considering Democratic 
supermajorities control both legislative chamber. 

Even if Roe is overturned, abortion will remain le- 
gal in the Empire State as the right to an abortion was 
codified in 2019. 

This all comes as Gov. Kathy Hochul has made pro- 
tecting abortion rights a central piece of her campaign. 
She released two campaign ads about protecting the 
abortion rights and announced the state would al- 
locate $35 million toward giving reproductive health 
centers around the state additional resources.

Revised East End Congressional District 
No Longer Stretches into Nassau

“ome aha revisions to New York State’s con- 


gressional district lines have undone the most 
dramatic changes previously planned for the East 
End’s district and restored it to a form resembling its 
current state. 

Under the latest revisions, the state’s 1st Congres- 
sional District no longer stretches from the Twin 
Forks all the way into Nassau County, as it had under 
the version state lawmakers drew up earlier this year. 
Instead, all five East End towns remain in the district 
and added to it are all of the towns of te casos and 
Smithtown. 

“It creates a much more competitive map with com- 
pact districts that are all equally populated,” Long 


Island-based redistricting lawyer Jeff Wice told Poli- 
ticsNY. “It provides Republicans more opportunities 
to run than they had in the previous plan.” 

The decennial reapportionment process is legally 
required to compensate for population shifts revealed 
by the U.S. Census, but after the state’s Independent 
Redistricting Commission failed to reach a consensus, 
the Democratic-led state Legislature redrew the lines. 
Republicans sued, arguing that the lines gave Demo- 
crats an unfair electoral advantage, and the state’s top 
appeals court agreed, mandating a redo. 

A separate suit seeking revisions to the state Assem- 
bly district lines is pending. Under the current redis- 
tricted version, the state’s ist Assembly District would 
be shifted to cover the North Fork in addition to the 
South Fork. 
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Golf, Airport & Church Steeple

Wi Mayor Jim Larocca comes 
into his office at Sag Harbor Vil- 
lage Hall, the first thing he sees on the 
wall behind his desk is a large framed 
photograph of the pride of the village, 
Main Street. 

This picture, found in an attic, was 
taken in 1905 by W.G. Howard, a pho- 
tographer, standing at the foot of Long 
Wharf looking south a half a mile 
along the exact centerline of the then 
unpaved Main Street. In the distance, 
on that straight centerline, the tower- 
ing white church steeple of the Old 
Whalers’ Church looms over the scene. 
Is this really Sag Harbor? There’s no 
steeple in this alignment today. The 
steeple got blown down in the Great 
New England Hurricane of 1938 (the 
Long Island Express) and it was never 
rebuilt. 

However, when built in 1844, that 
church rose to a height of 185 feet 
and was declared the tallest 
structure on Long Island, 
holding that record for 
many years. It also happens 
to sit on a hill 80 feet up. 

Sag Harbor is the site of 
Long Island’s first newspa- 
per — Frothingham’s Long- 
Island Herald. Sag Harbor’s 64 
ocean-going whaling ships made ‘it 
one of the largest whaling communi- 
ties in the world. And Sag Harbor’s 
Custom House was founded in 1789 as 
only the second federal Port of Entry 
in America after the Port of New York. 
Sag Harbor was quite something. 

And it is still quite something. But 
the lineup of wharf, street and church 
steeple has long been forgotten. And 
the church congregation, though 
promising to rebuild the steeple, has 
never raised enough money to do so. 

Sag Harbor, as with other places on 
the East End today, suffers from spotty 
cellphone service. Metal communi- 
cation towers rise up here and there 
but there aren’t enough of them and 
nobody wants a new tower near where 
they live. It’s a classic case of NIMBY. 
Neighbors even nixed a plan to put a

tower inside a church steeple at St. 
Peter’s Chapel in Springs and the First 
Presbyterian Church in Southampton, 
even though the phone equipment in- 
side would never be seen. 
But you know, if we can get AT&T or 
Verizon to reconstruct that Sag Harbor 
steeple for their phone equipment up 
top, its great height might make it pos- 
sible to take all the other steel towers 
down. Yes? Mayor Larocca says he’s 
working on it. 
An interesting detail: Famed 
architect Minard Lefever de- 
signed a church in Brooklyn 
the year after he designed 
' the Old Whalers’ Church. 
That church, St. Ann and 
the Holy Trinity, was to have 
an even taller steeple than the 
one in Sag Harbor. It was to rise to 
275 feet. Thus, his Old Whalers’ Church 
would be the tallest for only one year. 
But the steeple on St. Ann didn’t get 
built until 1869. And by 1906, after 
pieces of the steeple kept falling on 
passersby, it became necessary to take 


-it down. Turns out Lefever was good at 


designing churches, but not so good at 
designing steeples. 

East Hampton Airport will shut 
down on May 17 as a public airport 
taking on all comers, to become, on 
May 19, a smaller, quieter private air- 
port, with a new name and a new set of 
rules decided upon not by the FAA, but 
by the new owner of the airport, East 
Hampton Town. (The old airport was 
also owned by East Hampton Town. A 
neat trick.) Among the new rules are 
reduced hours, each aircraft allowed 
just one takeoff and landing per day

and more expensive landing fees. Air- 


craft under 4,500 pounds will still pay 
a $20 landing fee. But aircraft weigh- 
ing between 4,500 and 50,000 pounds 
would pay from $300 to $1,750. This 
will discourage commercial aircraft 
use, but it will also discourage the lo- 
cal fliers, many of whom live here or 
commute to here and own, for safety 
reasons, heavier twin-engine planes. 
Know what? Tourists who come to 
the Hamptons via Shelter Island pay 


South Ferry $20 a trip. But residents of - 


Shelter Island pay just $6.25 a trip. Lo- 
cals elsewhere get discounts on beach 
parking permits. Why not give the lo- 
cal fliers the same big discount given 
to local residents for ferries and beach 


parking? 


The airport’s new name? It will be 
the East Hampton Town Airport. And 
you feared it might have become the 
East Hampton International Airport. 

Every summer, one or another of the 
great private golf courses in the Hamp- 
tons shuts down for a day so non- 
members can play. The money raised, 
usually about $30,000, becomes a 
charitable donation to the Bridge- 
hampton Child Care and Recreational

Center. : 

But this summer, for the first time, 
four of these private golf courses, the 
Atlantic, The Bridge, the Sebonac and 
the Maidstone, will shut down — but 
on different days so you could play 
all four. The Center will receive about 
$120,000. 

The center was founded for the un- 
derprivileged in our community in 
1949, when two children died in a fire 
in a barracks for migrants on a potato 
. farm in Bridgehampton. For half a cen- 
tury afterward the center operated in 
small farm buildings on the 6 acres they 
were given where the annual budget 
topped out at $100,000. Now the orga- 
nization is fundraising for a recreation 
and swimming center projected to cost 
$5 million. They also expect to move 
into their new administration building, 
built for $3.5 million, next month. Kids 
can take part in computer classes, SAT 
programs, music, dance, art programs, 
basketball, Little League, chess, home- 
work, summer camp, tennis, theater, 
scholarships, food pantry, lectures and 
celebrations. 

Speaking of golf, a judge just award- 
ed a family living in a house alongside 
a golf course in Kingston, Mass. nearly 
$5 million because the golfing noise 


prevented that family from enjoying 


the peace and quiet of their home. 

When this golf course was designed, 
the 15th hole had to be a dogleg. A 
woods sheltering a private home 
blocked a straight shot. Neverthe- 
less, many golfers tried to shortcut 
the dogleg by driving a ball over the 
woods. 

For years, the residents of this house, 
Erik and Athina Tenczar complained 
to the Indian Pond Country-Club to no 
avail. They also collected the golf balls 
that landed on their roof, shattered 
their windows and banged on their 
doors, near 700 of them, which they 
then brought to court. 

The club, in settling this lawsuit, 
agreed to move the tee box to another 
spot so the shortcut wouldn't be so 
tempting. Until now though, the club 
thought that dogleg was really one hell 
of a hole. I mean, this is golf.

Replenishment Material 
Promises Environmental 


Benefit, But Critics - 


A GRAIN OF OLIVINE 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


San Francisco-based company is planning to 
use a mineral found overseas that captures 
carbon dioxide in East End beach replenishment 


projects in the first real-world use of the material to’ 


fight climate change. 

Project Vesta and its affiliates have permits ap- 
plications pending with the Town of Southampton, 
Suffolk County, New York State and federal agen- 
cies to use olivine, a voleanic rock that is milled 
into the size of grains of sand, in North Sea and 
Westhampton Dunes. While the company touts its 
efforts as a benevolent bid to help stem the climate 


crisis, environmentalists suggest the project is a 
money-making scheme. Either way, the work may 
be weeks away from getting the green light. 

“The olivine is this natural mineral ... and when it 
gets into the ocean, it basically acts as an antacid,” 
said Project Vesta CEO Tom Green. “So it reduces 
the acidity of the ocean. What it actually does is 
cause the ocean to take carbon dioxide out of the at- 
mosphere and store it in the water ... This is a natu- 
ral process that has been working on this planet for 
billions of years. What we’re doing is accelerating 
the natural process.” 

It uses a process called enhanced coastal weath- 
ering — the oceanic equivalent of planting trees to

remove carbon dioxide from the atmosphere. Proj- 
ect Vesta is also planning a pilot program using the 
material at a beach in the Dominican Republic and 
has permits pending in other states nationwide. 

“The beauty of this approach — one of many, 
there’s no silver bullet — is olivine mimics nature,” 
said Aram Terchunian, owner of Westhampton 
Beach-based First Coastal Corporation and senior 
advisor to Project Vesta. 

Of course, to knock a dent in climate change, the 
company would need to place a lot more olivine than 


just in the Hamptons. Project Vesta hopes to even- 


tually place enough olivine to remove a billion tons 
of carbon dioxide annually from the atmosphere.

Steve Resler, a retired Department of State coast- 
al manager who has called on the state to adhere 
to decades-old legal mandates calling for strategic 
retreat — not rebuilding beach homes that wash 
away, but building sea walls in lower Manhattan, 
for example — is skeptical of the plan. 

“There’s no olivine anywhere along the eastern 


seaboard of the North American continent,” he 


said. “It’s not native to the East Coast’s shorelines 
and doesn’t belong there. But it is found on upland 
and in-water areas of (Caribbean) islands and parts 
of Central America where volcanic materials are 
still readily accessible. Rape the poor countries and 
commonwealths for the rich folks back in the USA. 
And use its alkalinity as a ‘carbon capture’ sales 
pitch to snoocker dumbass permit review folks 
into using their lack of knowledge to approve what 
shouldn’t be approved.” 

The state Department of Environmental Conser- 
vation reports at least 12 permit applications from 
individual property owners and First Coastal for 
what it terms a “living shoreline project” that in- 
cludes the proposed use of olivine sand. 

“DEC is currently reviewing those permits to en- 
sure they meet DEC’s stringent protections of public 
health and the environment,” the agency said. “The 
12 proposals include placing 1,128 cubic yards of 
sand fill, 10% of which would be olivine sand, in the 
intertidal area in Westhampton Dunes on Moriches 
Bay. DEC is actively reviewing all proposals and 
final project specifics have not been determined at 
this time.” 

Kevin McAllister, the founding president of Sag 
Harbor-based Defend H20, is concerned with any 
plans that may interfere with wetlands. 

“Having not seen the project applications, I’ll say 
with a high level of certainty these projects are be- 
ing sold as ‘living shorelines,” he said. “A kinder, 


gentler approach to shoreline hardening. Shore- 
parallel rock sills constructed in the nearshore to 
dampen wave energy, and ... fill wetlands. ... I’ve 
seen and have opposed enough of the so-called ‘liv- 
ing shoreline’ projects to recognize exactly what’s 
going on. Property owner/consultant/agency end- 
around to facilitate wetland filling and shoreline 
armoring while calling it something else. A wolf in 
sheep’s clothing is what it is.” 

There are additional permits in the works for a 
beach project on the Peconic Bay in North Sea. 

“DEC received a permit modification application 
from the Town of Southampton ... to place 500 cu- 
bic yards of olivine sand along 1,200 linear feet of 
shoreline at North Sea Beach Colony,” the DEC said. 
“The permit modification was approved.” 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers was unable to 
share the status of olivine-related project permits

as of press time. 

Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schneider- 
man said he favors the idea. 

“I support the project, provided it’s been fully 
vetted and supported by environmental regula- 
tors,” he said. “I do have a lot of questions relating 
to the carbon equation. A lot of energy is used to 
mine, crush and transport the olivine. This batch is 
from Norway. What is the overall carbon footprint 
of this project? Is it net positive?” 

Green maintains that the olivine captures 
20 times more carbon than the project’s foot- 
print. But Resler questions how the company can 
verify how much carbon the olivine is captur- 
ing after it-is mixed with sand and placed on a 
shoreline. 

Will this project get the greenlight and be coming 
to Hamptons beaches anytime soon? Stay tuned.

lwo Sagaponack parcels asking for a combined 
$48 million, which went into contract in March 
before officially going to market, have officially sold. 

Sources say the properties, including one on the 
ocean and a vacant parcel to the north, traded for 
$46.5 million — well under 5% off the asking price 
— on Monday, May 16. 

Christopher Covert of Compass represented the 
listing, along with Chris Coleman, also of Compass. 
Hedgerow Exclusive Properties, a Bridgehampton- 
based firm that specializes in off-market transac- 
tions, brought the buyer. 

Covert had declined to say how much the buyer 
paid for two separate and single parcels totaling 
almost four acres. Hedgerow did not immediately 
return a request for comment. 

There is no word yet on who the buyers are. The 
properties had been owned by former Johnson & 
Johnson chairman and CEO, the late James (Jim) 
E. Burke and his wife, the late philanthropist Diane 


(Didi) W. Burke.

The oceanfront property is also rare in that it is 
situated above the flood zone. The property is el- 
evated just enough that a lower level could easily be 
designed if built new without the constraints many 
other oceanfront properties have. 

The 5,200-square-foot home enjoys 250 feet of 
direct ocean frontage with views from every level. 
Originally, there were two one-acre parcels on the 
ocean with two separate homes, Covert explained 
when we spoke to him in March. When one family 
sold it to the neighboring one, the properties were 


. merged and the two homes were connected with an 


enclosed breezeway. 

In addition, there is an oceanside gunite pool, 
plus an indoor Endless lap pool. 

To the north is the undeveloped, but cleared, 
nearly two-acre lot at 543 Daniel’s Lane — one of 
the last undeveloped parcels of land this close to the 
beach in all the Hamptons.

ps array of timeless yet contemporary humor 
nd experiences are coming to the LTV Stu- 
dio stage at the end of this month. Values of fam- 
ily, loss, difference and hard decisions are pieced 
together in a comedic, Anton Chekhov-influenced 
rendition of Vanya and Sonia and Masha and 
Spike written by Christopher Durang. 

The show will hit the stage Thursday, May 26 to 
Sunday, May 29 with shows at 7 p.m. Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, and matinees on Saturday 
and Sunday at 2 p.m. Allen O’Reilly, creator of In- 
trepid Theatricals through which the show will be 
put on, is directing this performance. After push- 
ing it back from the first week of January until 
this month, the community of theater actors and 
one professional have come together to put on this 
“pathos filled story,” O’Reilly says. Nighttime re- 
hearsals, tight schedules, COVID cases and cast 
members all the way from Chicago couldn’t stop 
this show from going on. 

“It’s been a little crazy, so I think we have earned 
the title ‘Intrepid.’ Quite a journey,” O’Reilly says. 

Audience members can expect a relatable sto-

ry of sibling interactions. Vanya and Sonia and 
Masha and Spike tells the story of three siblings, 
Vanya, Sonia and Masha, dealing with the pass- 
ing of their parents. Set in a Pennsylvania country 
house, Vanya and Sonia receive a visit from their 
sister Masha and her significantly younger lover, 
Spike. The competitive nature between Masha 
and Sonia comes to a head, prompting Vanya’s 
interjections all while a complicated world con- 
tinues around them. Following news that Masha 
wants to sell the house that her two siblings have 
been living in, emotions arise, chaos erupts, but 
all ends on an anticlimactic note. 

“Not a whole lot happens, but it’s like life,” 
O’Reilly says. “It’s just the way life has dealt them 
the cards that life has dealt them.” 

Through the show, there are instances of com- 
edy, but not your typical type. Durang wrote the 
jokes into the script with Chekhov’s style in mind, 
with less obvious delivery. One thing that O’Reilly 
has emphasized throughout rehearsals is to let 
the humor speak for itself. 

“I wanted to make sure that we didn’t make it a 
farce, because I have seen some productions on- 
line in my research that made it sort of sticky and

over-the-top funny and trying to make it funny, 
when the humor is in the language,” O'Reilly 
says. 

Themes come up in scenes where Masha and 
Sonia hash out all of the trials, tribulations and 
disappointments in their respective lives, ap- 
plicable to the hardships of the crowd according 
to the director. Audience members will also see 
communications between generations that hold 
true in reality, as well as monologues from each 
character that will speak to everyone’s range of 
life experience. 

O’Reilly’s time in the field as a professional ac- 
tor, an associate artist, writer, director and men- 
tor has prepared him to lead this show. Now that 
the time has come to bring back live performanc- 
es, he’s ready to have a cast back on a live stage. 
LTV studios, typically a television studio, is now 
hosting multiple live performances, one of which 
is Vanya and Sonia and Masha one oes on the 
recently purchased stage. 

Live theater is back and taking to new stages, 
so be sure to check out this “bittersweet and often 
hilarious comedy,” from the work of Durang and 
the direction of O'Reilly.

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Louis Meisel: Art Collector, Photorealism. 
Pioneer, Sagaponack Sculpture Field Owner

€ bs name Louis Meisel carries a hefty weight in 
the East End arts scene, yet he is neither a local 
gallery owner nor artist — instead, he is the creator of 
the word “photorealism,” expert art collector, owner 
of Sagaponack Sculpture Field and the Louis K. Meisel 
Gallery in SoHo, as well as the classical music curator 
and a board of directors member at the Parrish Art 
Museum. 

“I began my career and my life when I was 14 in 
September of 1956 by going to the Museum of Modern 
Art,” Meisel says, looking back at the catalyst moment 
that would inspire his passion for art collection. By 18, 
he was a regular at the legendary Cedar Tavern, meet- 
ing with art world icons like abstract expressionists 
Mark Rothko, Franz Kline, Theodoros Stamos and 
Larry Rivers. Through his connections with this illus- 
trious group of painters, he would go on to befriend 
many pop artists, which allowed him to witness the 
development of the “New Realism” movement as it 
swept the New York art scene. 

In 1969, Meisel noticed a subset of realism that he 
would describe as “photorealism.” He defined this con- 
ceptual genre as the creation of paintings that appear 
as photographs in their finished state, and that are cre- 
ated by skilled technical painters who use photography 
to gather information for each piece. He describes 
the shift between the original photorealists, such as 
Richard Estes, who had to be very deliberate with 
each costly role of film, and today’s painters, such as 
Bertrand Meniel, who “can shoot 10,000 pictures with 
a digital camera” and use them to create their desired 
image composition on the computer before painting. 

“I got to see thousands of artists ... and in 50 years, 
I’ve come up with about 50 artists that can do what I 
was talking about (photorealism),” Meisel says. “Many 
have dropped by the wayside, and the final count is 
about 30. The only real difference between the origi-

opening a gallery was an inevitability. After a five-year 
stint as Meisel Gallery on Madison Avenue, the Louis 
K. Meisel Gallery opened on Prince Street and West 
Broadway in 1973, now making it, quite possibly, the 
longest-running gallery in SoHo. 

At the time of opening, the idea of a gallery with an 
emphasis on photorealism had its naysayers. “How 
are you going to make money off one, two or three 
paintings a year?” Meisel remembers people asking, 
but he believed in the undeniable talent of the artists 
he represented, and 50 years later, it would appear to 
have paid off. a 

An important aspect of his gallery's success is its 
inviting aura. Meisel remembers the feeling of being 
ignored by gallerists in those early days, and he made 
the decision to be more welcoming at his own gallery. 

“Our gallery has always been open to everybody,” 
he says. “Everything we’ve done has always been wide 


open to the world. Anybody who would walk into my. 


gallery, starting in the ’7os, I was there to talk to them, 
whether it be an artist showing work, a collector, — no 
matter who it was — I’m always available, and I have 
been, in music and art, and everything I do.” 

This mantra has extended to the Meisels’ Sagapo- 


nack Sculpture Field on Wilkes Lane, where the vil- 
lage resident hung a sign beckoning visitors to enter 
and enjoy. “That’s the way we are. It’s available for 
everybody to come and look, any time of day or night, 
all year round,” he says. The sculptures on display — 
including works by Audrey Flack, Robert Graham and 
Joel Perlman — create a unique atmosphere for the 
many picnics and charity events held on the field. Ad- 
ditionally, last year, he shared his Hans Van de Boven- 
kamp sculptures with the Dan’s Papers SculptTour, 
which has placed them throughout the Hamptons 
until 2023. 

This collaboration may only be a temporary ar- 
rangement, but Meisel is no stranger to more perma- 
nent endeavors. He and his wife have donated artwork 
to more than 100 museums, including the Parrish Art 
Museum and, just recently, the Smithsonian Ameri- 
can Art Museum, which he promises will have the 
“best collection of photorealism in the world.” 

At his own gallery, Meisel is currently hosting his 
first exhibition since the pandemic, titled Role Mod- 
eling: Tara Lewis X Brooke Shields. Through May 


27, visitors to the Louis K. Meisel Gallery in SoHo 


can view realist portraits of Brooke Shields and her 
daughters. Then from June 2 through September 
3, visitors can gaze upon the emotional works of the 
late Hollywood composer and artist Bradford Boobis. 
Looking further ahead, Meisel’s gallery will run a fall 
exhibition of works by photorealist painters Raphaella 
Spence, the leading woman artist of photorealism, 
and Rod Penner, whose latest art book, Rod Penner: 
Paintings, 1987-2022, debuts this October. 

Beyond his work in the art world, Meisel has a 
steady hand in the music scene, as well, working with 


the Hamptons Festival of Music, Pianofest of the 


Hamptons, Concert Artists Guild and the Parrish Art 
Museum to put on classical concerts. He lives in SoHo 
and Sagaponack with his wife Susan Meisel, a painter, 
photographer and real estate expert.

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Something to Wine About: Lieb’s 30th Anniversary Pinot Blanc

1 Sha Island vineyards have come 
a long way, from humble farm 
beginnings to a respected wine re- 
gion. Lieb Cellars is celebrating a 
milestone at its vineyard with a 30th 
anniversary edition of Pinot Blanc. 
There are only 50 cases of this beau- 
tiful and very exclusive wine. 

- The commemorative packaging is a 
reproduction of Lieb’s very first bot- 
tling of Pinot Blanc in 1992, the year 
the vineyard was founded by Mark 
and Kathy Lieb. The iconic Lieb “L’ 
appears in gold script surrounded 
by a whimsical grapevine wreath, a 
contrast to the bold, red Times New 
Roman “L” that adorns the winery’s 
logo today. 

“While brainstorming ways to cel- 
ebrate the: anniversary, we remem- 
bered the single bottle of 1992 Pinot 
Blanc in our library,” Lieb General 
Manager Ami Opisso says. “This bot- 
tle is treasured and rarely touched 
because it’s the only one left and such 
a special piece of our history.” 

In the absence of being able to open 


and share the bottle with the public, 
Lieb decided to recreate the bottle’s 
label and bottle 50 cases of their cur- 
rent release Pinot Blanc under it. 

“What’s crazy is that digital files 
didn’t exist back then. The label was 
hand drawn, and the only ‘file’ to 
work from was a print on acetate. We 
started from scratch and rebuilt the 
artwork and worked with our printer 
to match the paper and foils. It’s al- 
most an exact match.” 

Russell Hearn has been Lieb’s 
winemaker from its inception and 
shares in the excitement. “I’m proud 
of the work we’ve done at Lieb for the 
past 30 years. We’ve remained true to 
our commitment to producing clean, 
fruit-driven wines using sustainable 
farming, and our achievements and 
milestones over the years have been 
pretty remarkable,” Hearn says. 

In 2004, Lieb Cellars was awarded 
a grant by the USDA for “meeting 
high standards of conservation and 
protecting the environment.” In 
2015, Lieb’s Pinot Blanc was named 
a “Top 12 Wine in America” by The 


Wall Street Journal. In 2017, Lieb’s 


Salt & Loft serves seasonal farm to table 


estate Chardonnay was served at 
the White House state dinner. Cur- 
rently, Lieb wines are distributed in _ 
14 states in the U.S. and exported to 
Canada. 

“It’s quite a legacy, and it’s nice to 
take this opportunity to pause and 
reflect on it,” Hearn concludes. 

Though this may be burying the 
lede, while the label is stunning, 
the wine inside the bottle is every 
bit as gorgeous. Made from some of 
the oldest vines on Long Island, this 
stainless steel-fermented wine really 
is absolutely delicious. It’s so crisp 
and clean, with vibrant and balanced 
acidity, and lovely minerality. It has 
notes of lemon, and lemon drops and 
a slight hint of sea spray. 

The limited-edition bottle will be 
for sale in Lieb’s tasting room and on 
its website until it’s sold out. It retails 
for $50. If you miss out on purchas- 
ing the anniversary edition of this 
wine, don’t despair, pick up the 2021 
Estate Pinot Blanc.

May Is Mental Health Awareness Month

M ental Health Awareness. Month has been ob- 
served in May in the United States since 1949. 
It is a time to raise awareness about mental health 
issues and to help reduce the pain and stigma so 
many experience. 

The reality is that we all go through lots of ups and 
downs in our life. No one is immune from life’s suf- 
fering and challenges, regardless of socioeconomic 
status, religion, ethnicity, gender or sexual orienta- 
tion. If you are struggling with depression or anxiety 
or other psychiatric problems that are getting in the 
way of your life and relationships, the very best thing 
that you can do is reach out and ask for help. You do 
not need to suffer alone in silence. 


DEPRESSION AND ANXIETY 

1. In the past year among U.S. adults ages 
18 or older, an estimated 21 million had 
at least one major depressive episode. 
This number represents 8.4% of all 
US. adults. 

2. The prevalence of major depres- 
sive episodes is higher among adult 
females (10.5%) ok pale to males 
(6.2%). 

3. The prevalence of major depressive 
episodes was highest among individuals ages 18-25 
(21.0%), followed by those ages 45-64 (18.4%), 65 
and over (18.4%) and those ages 30—44 (16.8%). 

4. Anxiety disorders are the most common men- 
tal illness in the United states, affecting 40 million 
adults 18 and older, or 18.1% of the population, every 
year. 


5. Anxiety disorders are highly treatable, yet only — 


36.9% of those suffering receive treatment. 


U.S. SUICIDE RATES 

1. In 2020, approximately 1.4 million adults 18 
and older attempted suicide in the United States. 

2. Suicide rates for females are highest among 
those ages 45-54. 

3. Females attempt suicide three times as often as 
males. 


4. Lesbian, gay and bisexual children are three. 


times more likely than straight children to attempt 
suicide at some point in their lives. 

5. Lesbian, gay and bisexual young people 
who come from families that reject or do not ac- 
cept them are over eight times more likely to at- 
tempt suicide than those whose families accept 
them. 

6. Suicidal thoughts and gestures are the greatest 
predictors of suicide. 

7. In 2020, suicide was the second leading cause of 
death for people ages 10~14 and 25-34. 

8. Men and women between the ages of 45 and 64 
are at the highest risk of suicide.

legal services; and prevention educational programs 
for children, teens and adults. In the past year, 1,200 
individuals utilized their direct services and they re- 
ceived 3,600 hotline calls and 8,400 inquiries dur- 
ing this same period.

The school currently has three school social workers. 
and one school psychologist on staff. A social worker 
from Family Service League is in the school two days 
a week. Some students have counseling listed as a re- 
lated service on their Individual Education Plan, while 
others are self-referred or referred by a parent, teacher. 
or staff member. Assessments are done by the school _ 
social workers and psychologist. If students are hav- 
ing education-related problems, they would continue” 
counseling with one of the in-house counseling staff. . 
If their issues are more severe, they are referred to out- 
side therapists, including the Family Service League. I 
was very impressed with their prevention programs 
including Source of Strength, an evidence-based sui- 
cide prevention program; Healthy Relationships Don’t 
Hurt, a program conducted in collaboration with The 
Retreat; Break Free From Depression and a 5K May 
Day Run to end the stigma of mental health organized 
by two students who raised over $18,000 for Family 
Service League.

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Ann Liguori on Golf: Phil the Thrill, and His Next Move?

little over a year ago, I was on Ki- 
wah Island in South Carolina at 
the Ocean Course for the PGA Cham- 
pionship, watching Phil Mickelson, a 
month shy of his 51st birthday, pull 
off the most magical win. Mickelson 
navigated the brutally challenging 
layout, utilizing brilliant shot-mak- 
ing and uncanny focus, to become 
the oldest guy ever to win a Major. 
Hundreds of fans swarmed the 18th 
hole to cheer on “Phil the Thrill,” the 
most compelling figure in the game, 
as he shot rounds of 70-69-70-73, to 
beat Brooks Koepka and Louis Oost- 
huizen by two shots. It was his 6th 
Major title, and his first Major title 
since he won his one and only (Brit- 
ish) Open Championship in 2013. 

If Mickelson wasn’t popular 
enough before that improbable Sun- 
day; afterwards, his star power went 
through the roof! He was hailed 
throughout the world as the “Man of 
the Ages” — his genius and longev- 
ity compared to that of other ageless 
stars including Tom Brady and Roger 
Federer. 

Fast forward a year and Phil Mick- 
elson’s fall from grace has taken on 
meteoric proportions, caused by fall- 
out from controversial comments he 
made to Alan Shipnuck last Novem- 
ber, the author of the newly released 
book, Phil: The Rip-Roaring (and 
Unauthorized!) Biography of Golf's 
Most Colorful Superstar. 

And Mickelson is not here at 
Southern Hills Country Club in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, this week, home of 
the 2022 PGA Championship, as he 
withdrew last Friday, and will not at- 
tempt to defend his PGA Champion- 
ship title. He has not played a PGA 
Tour event since January. His last 
competition was the Saudi Interna- 
tional in early February. And he’s ba- 
sically disappeared from the public 
eye since his comments went public 
in February. 

Mickelson’s gripes included criti- 
cizing the PGA Tour for the Tour’s 
“obnoxious greed,” and he said that 
despite the atrocities taking place 
in Saudi Arabia, calling the Saudis 
“scary motherf---ers,” he and his 
lawyers wrote the League’s operating 
agreement and that his involvement 
is an effort to use it as leverage to get 
more for the players on the PGA Tour. 

The Saudi golf league, now called 
LIV Golf, led by Greg Norman, and 
backed by Saudi Arabian invest- 
ments, is boasting the largest prize

purses in golf and “doing things dif- 


ferently with smaller fields, fewer 
rounds, a defined season, shorter 
playing windows and shotgun starts 
..” according to their website. Their 
first event is June 9-11 at Centu- 
rion Club, outside of London, 
with stops at other interna- 
tional venues, and at sev- 
eral courses in the U.S., 
throughout the year. 

The backlash from 
Mickelson’s comments in- 
cluded several of his spon- 
sors dumping him. 

On February 22, Mickelson is- 
sued an apology for his “reckless 
comments,” saying he was “deeply 
sorry for my choice of words ...” He 
said, “There is the problem of off-re- 
cord comments being shared out of 
context and without my consent ...” 
adding that “my intent was never to 
hurt anyone, and I’m so sorry to the 
people I have negatively impacted. 
... The past 10 years I have felt the 
pressure and stress slowly affecting 
me at a deeper level. I desperately 
need some time away to prioritize 
the ones I love and work on being the 
man I want to be.” : 

Shipnuck insisted that their con- 
versation was not “off the record.” 

“Saudi Arabia has_ successfully 
bought its way into professional 
golf,” Shipnuck stated on my Sun- 
day morning “Talking Golf” show 
on WFAN-NY. “They host an event 
every year that is sanctioned by the 
European Tour. They are now in 
partnership with the Asian Tour. 
The Saudis have bought their way 
into the game for better or for worse. 
And everyone takes their money, 


including Phil. He is one of a bunch 
of top players who go over there in 
late January and early February to 
play the Saudi International. And it’s 
become accepted. And the insidious 
thing about sports washing, is that 
it works. I’m honestly surprised 
at the amount of blowback on 
Phil. It seemed obvious to 
me on what he was doing — 
he was working both sides 
of the street and trying to 
pit the Saudis against the 
PGA Tour and using that 
leverage against each side. But 
the reason I think it touched such 
a nerve is that he strayed off script. 
Usually when these guys go over there 
and take the money, they say, “We're 
just trying to grow the game; I’m an 
athlete, not a politician. Everybody 
rolls their eyes, but you can only ex- 
press your moral outrage so often, and 
so they kind of get a pass. But Phil was 
so blunt, and he said the quiet parts 
out loud and that was what was pro- 
vocative. And he was so callous in dis- 
missing the Saudi atrocities. 

“But I think, ultimately,” Shipnuck 
continues, “it was the sneakiness that 
got him in trouble as he admitted to 
me that he had a role in the creation 
of the actual operating agreement 
of the Saudi Golf League, and that’s 
directly working against the interest 
of the PGA Tour. The PGA Tour has 
been an amazing platform for him to 
earn worldwide acclaim, obviously 
quite a great living ... all that said, 
I was still surprised that it blew up 
the way it did because the Saudis are 
part of golf now, but Phil just took it 
to a whole different level.” 

The PGA Tour has adamantly op- 


posed this “rival league” and has 
said from the beginning that any 
PGA Tour members who play in 
their events would be banned from 
the PGA Tour. And on May 11, the 
PGA Tour denied waiver requests 
to players, including Mickelson, Lee 
Westwood, Sergio Garcia and Rob- 
ert Garrigus, among others, who are 
seeking to play in the first LIV Golf 
Invitational Series tournament. 
Mickelson has been the epitome 
of contradictions his entire life. 
And covering his professional ca- 


reer from the beginning, I’ve seen 


it first-hand, from his most idiotic 
move on the 13th green at the 2018 
U.S. Open at Shinnecock, where he 
ran to his ball and hit it while it was 
moving, to throwing 2014 U.S. Ryder 
Cup Captain Tom Watson under the 
bus, criticizing his captaincy after 
the USA Team got beat by the Eu- 
ropeans. I’ve witnessed Mickelson’s 
heart-breaking six runner-up finish- 
es at U.S. Opens, his three Masters 
titles, including winning his very 
first Major title at Augusta National 
in 2004, his two PGA Championship 
titles, his Open Championship win 
and many of his 45 PGA Tour titles. 

I’ve always liked Mickelson and 
have always thought he’s good for 
the game. He takes time to sign au- 
tographs for fans. He shows random 
acts of kindness to those less fortu- 
nate. He and his wife Amy are very 
charitable. There’s a reason he’s a fan 
favorite. He works hard at it. 

His interviews and press ‘confer- 
ences are usually the most fascinat- 
ing, because of his opinions, analysis 
and quick wit. And his brilliant short 
game, creative genius on the course, 
and his no-holding-back, instinctive 
playing style is fun to watch, albeit 
heartbreaking at times. 

All golf fans have seen the many 
sides of Phil Mickelson — the good, 
the bad and the ugly. 

Tiger transformed his tarnished 
image, and I truly hope Mickelson 
can do the same. Hopefully, he’ll use 
his smarts and good judgement, not 
compulsive and impulsive behavior, 
and rebuild his image and legacy. |

O The End of East End, near the Atlantic Ocean, 
there’s an unassuming but well-known motel. 
For decades, the Main Street structure has lured 
locals as well as out-of-towners, from ordinary 
tourists to celebrities galore. The A-list included 
one of the best-known rock’n’ roll ensembles on the 
planet: The Rolling Stones. 

In the spring of 1975, the Stones caroused at the 


Montauk motel, to the dismay of its owners. Ac- . 


cording to montauklife.com, the owners were not 
big fans of the chart-topping celebrities. Unde- 
terred, the 30-something rockers were intrigued by 
the place’s name — the Memory Motel — and they'd 
get all liquored up, shoot pool, brawl a bit and play 
the piano until the wee hours of the morning, when 
they'd return to the nearby estate they had rented. 


They knew they wouldn't be disturbed there, so 


they'd start working out songs for their next al- 
bum and rehearsing for their upcoming Tour of the 
Americas. 


STONED AT THE OCEAN 

The motel’s bar and lodgings provided inspiration 
for the rock ballad written by the band’s Mick Jagger 
and Keith Richards. “Memory Motel” recounted the 
loneliness.of a one-night stand with a woman, and 
to this day people wonder about her identity. The 
lyrics of the melancholy single on their 1976 Black 
and Blue album, with both Jagger and Richards 
on lead vocals, painted a sad picture: “We spent a 
lonely night at the Memory Motel. It’s on the ocean, 
I guess you know it well.” 

The song also revealed the rigors and regrets of 
life on the road: “We’ve been 10 thousand miles, 
been in 15 states. Every woman seemed to fade out 
of my mind. I hit the bottle and hit the sack and 
cried.” 

Away from the motel, the remote estate named 
Eothen (ancient Greek for “at first light”) provided 
a reprieve from grueling tours and gossip. .The 
sprawling 20-acre compound on the tip of Montauk, 
built in 1931 by the Church family, the heirs to the 
Arm & Hammer household-products fortune, was 
purchased in 1971 by pop-art icon Andy Warhol, 
who had met the band seven years earlier. 

In the early 1970s, Montauk was quieter, many 
say — then rock’s bad boys came to town. As War- 
hol wrote in his book Exposures, “Mick Jagger re- 
ally put Montauk on the map. All the motels were 
overflowing with groupies. When Mick went into 
town everything stopped. Surfers chased him from 
White’s Drug Store to White’s Liquor Store.” 

During their five weeks at Eothen, Jagger also 
hung out at Shagwong Tavern in Montauk. While 
the flamboyant showman sat at the bar, his wife Bi- 
anca Jagger would “roll up the sleeves of her Yves 
Saint-Laurent dresses and open clams,” reported 
montauklife.com. The Jaggers also dined at Gos- 
man’s at Montauk Harbor, where he had a shat- 
tering encounter one May evening several weeks 
before the start of the band’s tour. The story goes 
that he tripped and smashed his right hand through 
a window trying to break his fall. The severe cuts 
required 20 stitches, but healed in time for the tour.

WHEN MICK MET ANDY 

Jagger had been introduced to Warhol at the New 
York Academy of Music in 1964 when the band per- 
formed at a birthday party for high-society model 
“Baby Jane” Holzer, Warhol’s close friend. Warhol 
befriended Jagger, creating lithographs and photos 
of the singer when he was 20 and Warhol was 15 
years older. 

They kept in touch, and Warhol designed the logo 
for the record company the band formed. The Roll- 
ing Stones Record Company’s 1971 Sticky Fingers 
album cover featured a photo of Jagger’s hips in 
tight pants that had a working crotch zipper. The 
same year, Warhol bought the Montauk property

with his then-manager and film collaborator Paul 
Morrissey. 
Morrissey told The New York Times in 2006, 


“People didn’t come here for big parties ... it’s a place 
you come to for nature, for a breeze, for beautiful 
scenic things.” Among those who stayed at Eothen 
were Jackie Kennedy Onassis, John Lennon, Liza 
Minnelli, Elizabeth Taylor and Halston. 


SECRET IDENTITY 

Today, the Memory Motel is still open, and the 
identity of the female companion immortalized in 
song is still a mystery. Was it Carly Simon? Photog- 
rapher Annie Leibovitz? The truth remains a secret, 
as described in the lyrics of “Can You Hear the Mu- 
sic?”— another Jagger-Richards tune — “Love is a 
mystery I can’t demystify.”

long friends. Mal, Jeff, Kathy, Barb, Joan 
and Nancy joined the family during the 
Roslyn years. The children all attended 
St. Mary’s School, and the Mays became 
an integral part of the St. Mary’s Catholic 
Parish. At the same time, Elinor and John 


began spending more summer weekends 


on the North Fork with their best friends, 
Bob and Nancy Pettit. The Mays built 
their cherished cabin at Cedar Beach 
next door to the Pettits in 1959, and also 
formed lasting connections with their 
Southold community of friends. 

“In 1965, more space was once again 
sought, and the family found a sprawl- 
ing old house on Hitchcock Lane in Old 
Westbury. The household happily added 


Peter, Jack and Suzy to the family. Elinor’s: 


nieces and nephews were always as much: 
a part of the family as their own children. 

Raising 11 children was all-consuming, 
but Elinor never neglected her many

uzanne Miller is a prolific Mrs. 

Fixit for New York City’s business 
community who’s made a career of 
solving problems for major corpora- 
tions, property owners and the city’s 
transitory workforce. 

An innovator by nature, Miller 
launched her business. in the New 
York real estate industry, Empire State 
Properties, in 1986. In a curious and 
challenging time in New York, when 
the city faced many of the issues that 
have again reared their heads in the 
five boroughs, Miller saw an opportu- 
nity where some thought none existed. 

In a recent profile story with New 
York real estate outlet The Real Deal, 
Miller reflected on the early stages of 
her career, when she was managing 


properties in Times Square, namely «{ 


the Executive Plaza. She recalled its 
difficulty, given that so few people 
wanted to move to Times Square. 

“No one wanted to be in Time 
Square,” she told the publication. 
“We needed to find a new use for the 
445-room tower, so we turned it into 
furnished, short-term housing - for 
businesses.” 

Miller mentions that one of her first 
clients, when she started her company, 
was Le Bernadin — the premier and 
exclusive French restaurant in Mid- 
town Manhattan. The company was 
looking to open its flagship restaurant 
in New York and purchase apartments. 
With the French company she saw the 
promise of New York’s West Side and 
the opportunity to come. 


“Le Berniden was coming to New 


York and they came to me to purchase 
their first apartments,” she says. “I 
quickly matched the new restaurant 
with apartments on the West Side, 
which propelled me to believe in the 
area. I did the same with various other 
clients, matching corporations mov- 
ing into the area with investors from 
all over the world, giving my investors 
AAA tenants on a short-term basis, 
and meeting the corporation’s short- 
term needs.” 

After almost four decades, her com- 
pany continues to thrive, offering this 
same innovative solution to meet the 


corporate and residential needs of 
New Yorkers, its companies and its 
workforce. 

“We now manage about 500 proper- 
ties for those investors, while remain- 
ing a boutique company,” she adds. “My 
clients, who range from JP Morgan to 
The New York Times — and many oth- 
ers that you have heard of — still have 
a need for apartments and extended 
stay. The idea was, and still is, to al- 
low people to travel for work without 
living in and out of hotel rooms.

constant. Her success has been pro- 
filed in many of the New York metro- 
politan area’s leading publications, 
including but not limited to, The New 
York Times, Crain’s New York and 
Dan’s Papers. 

While her business continues to 
withstand the test of time, her busi- 
ness is rapidly evolving. Miller and 
Empire State Properties will soon be 
moving from short-term to long-term 
or extended-stay to brokerage, while 
still remaining on her company’s 
brand “The Single Source for Real 
Estate,” and offering rentals from one 
month to one year.
